Right away the reformers who wanted 
the machines concluded that they had 
a purchased under a misapprehen- 
sion. 
As soon as the bills for the machines 
were paid, the bright young men with 
their Standard Ol expense accounts 
disappeared. When their pressure was 
withdrawn everybody asked everybody 
else what we bought those machines 
for anyhow, and they promptly went 
to the warehouse, a contri of 
$100,000 for reform misapplied. 
re are seventy-five more 
in the county this year than ever be- 
fore and about 2,000 more voters. 
These things add materially to the 
confusion and the preparation for the 
day of general election. In the city 
most of the ‘voters are pretty well 
schooled on the precinct lines: they 
learned this lesson in the strenuous 
August primaries which were really 
much more exciting than the general 
election next Tuesday; just as a fam- 
lly squabble is usually more bitter 
than an outside engagement. 
There is a wide range in the regis- 
tration for the election; from one pre- 
cinct in Los Angeles city there are 
more than 800 registered voters, and 
from another in Santa Monica there is 
but a single registration. And the 
recording of that single vote in Santa 
Monica is causing more ante-election | &

Each election board will receive «@ 
wooden box chained with a padiock 
containing the precinct register. De- 
spite all labored instructions this 
wooden box generally proves a deep 
mystery in a number of county pre- 
cincts. At the last general election 
two af these boxes were returned from 
country precincts in a disreputable 
condition. The election officers had 
cut a slit in the top in each and used 
it during the day for the ballot box; 
when they came to count the votes 
they simply knocked the lid off. 
“But how did you tell. who was 
qhalified to vote there?” asked a dep- 
uty clerk of one of these election o - 
cers, 

“Aw, that was easy. he replied, 
“we know the fellows living around 
our way. When they came we let em 
vote; if a stranger appeared we just 
shooed him away.” 

Accompanying each consignment of 
ballots there is the deadly ion 
Officers’ Guide. This contains thirty- 
seven pages of instructions concerning 
the kind of ballots to accept and the 
kind to reject. It is about as intelligt- 
ble to the average election Officer as 
would be a page from Paderewski's 
Fantasie.

NEEDS MONEY. 


COMPANY'S FORMER SECRETARY 
EXPLAINS POSITION. 


Attorney J. H. Bacon of San Fran- 
cisco, formerly secretary and treasurer 
of the Wave Power and Electric Com- 
pany, aeserts that a recent change of 
management will aid materially in 
putting the company on its feet finan- 
claliy. Under his former management, 
he claims that the concern made prac- 
tically all the progress it has made. 
Competied, as he asserts, to take a va- 
cation because of ill health, Secretary 
Bacon resigned his office and returned 
to San Francisco. 

“T had hardly ieft Les Angeles,” 
states Bacon in a letter to The Times, 
“when the new management, for some 
unknown reason, unless it was with a 
desire to disrupt the company, seemed 
to get the false idea that for them to 
succeed, they should falsely attempt to 
show that what I had done was wrong. 
They failed both in their false attempt 
and in their so-called management of 
the business of the company.” 

Attorney Bacon admits that there 
were mechanic.u!] mistakes in the erec- 
tion of the wave motor at Redondo, but 
he places the blame on Fred Starr, the 
inventor. 

“Every one conversant with my man- 
agement well knows that no mortal

new management, by the poorest pos- 
sible practice, got the business tangled 
up, it is no reason I should be held up 
to criticiem for their acts.” 

C. H. Harwood, who took the position 
of secretary and treasurer of the Wave 
Power and Electric Company, which 
has an office in this city, issued a 
statement to the stockholders about a 
month ago, in which he said that he 
would resign because the affairs of the 
concern had been misrepresented to 
him at the time. 

Fred Starr, the Inventor, also pub- 
lished a signed statement, giving his 
view of the eontroversy. Both men 
asserted that they were tired of the 
business and wished to resign at a 
meeting called in San Francisco the 
first of this month. 

Harwood recently stated that as far 
as he was concerned, 
ment could take possession of the busi- 
ness as soon as ita members wished. 

It is believed that another effort will 
be made to test thoroughly the com- 
mercial value of the wave-motor idea, 
but considerable money must first be 
raised for the undertaking. The Los 
Angeles office of the company in the 
H. W. Hellman building was closed 
yesterday, and no one could be found 
to give the latest local version of 
the internal troubles of the concern.

Orange county, a small slice taken off Los 
geles county a little more than twenty years 
is not much in square miles, only 780 of them. 
this small patch of land has less waste in it 
most areas of similar extent. We are told 
material wealth produced in this county is 
$9,000,000 for the current year. The round
